He  had  recently  undergone 
heart  surgury  in  November  and  was  in 
the  process  of  recovering.His  funeral 
was  held  in  Hawleyville,  Iowa  on 
December  14. 

Leonard  was  know  by  many  people 
in  the  numismatic  hobby,  this  being 
the  result  of  his  5  decades  of  involve¬ 
ment  in  numerous  clubs  locally  and  on 
the  state,  regional  and  national  level. 
He  will  be  remembered  as  a  past  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Central  States  Numismatic 
Society,  Omaha  Coin  Club  and  the 
Byron  Reed  Historical  Society.  He 
recieved  many  awards  during  his 
lifetime  for  his  dedication  to  the  hob¬ 
by.  He  also  wrote  several  articles  and 
books  and  was  an  expert  on  the  Trans- 
Mississippi  Exposition  that  was  held 
in  Omaha  in  1898. 

Leonard  is  survied  by  his  wife 
Gloria,  a  son,  two  daughters,  three 
sisters,  two  brothers  and  four  grand¬ 
sons.

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FOREGN  SCRIP: 

Fitzroy  Island  Animal  Currency 

By  Akio  Lis 

During  a  People-to- People  Student  Science  Exchange  in  Australia  and  New 
Zealand,  our  group  stopped  over  at  Fitzroy  Island,  one  of  the  Great  Barrier  Reef 
islands  near  Cairns  in  northeast  Australia.  This  island  is  a  self-contained  resort 
wholly  owned  by  the  Daikyo  Company  of  Japan.  It  is  thus  allowed  to  issue  scrip  for 
use  on  the  island  in  place  of  Australian  dollars.  Except  for  the  lowest  denomination, 
the  bills  can  be  bought  at  Great  Adventures  outlets  for  ten  percent  under  their  face 
value  in  Australian  dollars,  but  are  redeemable  for  their  face  value  in  Australian 
dollars. 

This  ‘Cruise  Currency’,  as  it  is  called,  comes  in  five  denominations  of  50  cents, 
one  dollar,  two  dollars,  five  dollars,  and  ten  dollars.  The  bills  have  a  common  back 
that  shows  an  island  with  palm  tres  on  it.  The  front  of  each  bill  has  the  denomina¬ 
tion,  a  serial  number,  and  ‘Cruise  Currency’  printed  on  it.  The  bill  fronts  for  each 
denomination  contain  a  different  picture  of  a  native  Australian  animal.  The  50  cent 
note  has  a  kangaroo  on  it,  the  dollar  has  a  marlin,  the  two  dollars  has  a  platypus, 
the  five  dollars  has  a  koala,  and  the  ten  dollar  note  has  a  frilled  neck  lizard. 

This  scrip  is  an  interesting  addition  to  any  currency  or  animal  topical  collec¬ 
tion.  I  have  not  seen  this  currency  advertised  in  any  of  the  usual  numismatic 
newspapers  or  magazines  in  the  US.

Gods  And  Goddesses  Of  Ancient  Times

Gods  and  Goddesses  of  ancient  times  were  the  most  frequent  portraits  found 
on  early  coins  so  a  brief  discussion  of  several  follows  as  an  introduction. 

In  the  beginning,  according  to  ancient  mythology,  there  were  two  gods, 
Uranus  and  his  mate,  Gaea.  Gaea  was  the  goddess  of  the  Earth  and  the  mother  of 
several  races  of  giants,  one  called  the  Titans  and  the  other  the  Cyclopes.  Uranus 
disliked  his  children  and  put  them  in  Tartarus  in  the  under  world.  Originally,  Tar¬ 
tarus  was  a  place  for  punishment  and  was  as  far  below  Hades  as  the  earth  is  ^low 
heaven.  Later,  Tartarus  was  the  place  where  the  wicked  underwent  eternal  punish¬ 
ment. 

Kronos,  the  youngest  of  the  Titans,  somehow  escaped  the  journey  to  Tartarus 
and  at  Gaea’s  urging  deposed  his  father,  Uranus.  Kronos,  once  on  the  throne,  mar¬ 
ried  his  sister,  Rhea.  Gaea  then  prophesied  that  Kronos’  youngest  son  would  over¬ 
throw  him  as  he,  the  youngest,  overthrew  his  father.  To  escape  this  prophesy,  he 
devoured  all  of  his  children  at  birth.  Rhea  became  discouraged  at  losing  five 
children,  so  when  Zeus  was  born  she  substituted  a  stone  for  the  child  in  swaddling 
clothes  and  presented  it  to  Kronos,  who  swallowed  it. 

Zeus  grew  rapidly  and  became  very  brave  and  strong.  One  day  he  confronted 
his  father  and  forced  him  to  disgorge  his  five  brothers  and  sisters.  Thus  he  rescued 
Poseiden,  and  Hades,  his  brothers,  and  Demeter,  Hestia  and  Hera,  his  sisters. 

Zeus  became  the  greatest  of  the  gods  on  Mount  Olympus  and  became  the 
father  of  both  gods  and  men.  Polygamy  and  incest  were  common  amoung  the  gods 
and  it  was  thus  quite  proper  for  Zeus  to  marry  his  sister  Hera  and  have  children  by 
her,  then  have  offspring  by  other  goddesses  and  lesser  beings  such  as  Leto, 
Alkemene,  Maia  and  Callisto.  After  all,  he  was  the  King  of  the  Gods.  At  times  the 
relationships  became  so  intangled  among  the  inhabitants  of  Mount  Olympus  that 
no  one  knew  just  who  their  parents  were.
